In a number of cases, notably in four of the 
seven age classes, the highest production did not come at 
a period conincident with the highest butter production 
and was, accordingly, not officially reported and published 
by the Advanced Registry office. It has been the custom 
of the Holstein press and of the various pedigree houses to 
recognize the highest milk record in each class when made 
under official supervision, even though not coming in the 
period selected for official reporting by the Superintendent 
of Advanced Registry. We find this condition exists in the 
following classes. In the aged class, May Echo Sylvia is 
universally recognized as the champion for 7-days milk 
production upon her production of 1,005.8 lbs. in 7 days. 
Her milk record, however, as it appears officially in the 
Blue Book stands at 853.7 Ibs. milk with 32.804 lbs. butter 
fat. This particular record, however, is not at issue, as in 
reporting the record of May Echo Sylvia, Supt. Gardner in 
his special statement gave her highest seven days’ official 
production for milk which totaled 1,005.8 Ibs. Also, the 
Canadian Association in reporting this record, which was 
made by Mr. A. C. Hardy of Brockville, Ontario, reportec

A QUESTION of fundamental policy is at stake in the

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

With reference to crediting a cow with her best butter 
fat and her best milk record at different periods, I am cor- 
vinced that it would be a mistake to separate the two rec- 
ords. If cows are fitted for a butterfat record and under 
strictly official supervision, it can be accepted as correct. 
But confusion will arise if you separate the two records 
and may result in more fraud because of opportunities it 
may give to raise the butterfat record without regard to 
the quantity of milk given. Furthermore, they will often 
be advertised in a manner which the ordinary person can 
not understand intelligently and on the whole I am satisfied 
that any change would be dangerous. 

I know the wise boys want a liberal quantity of milk 
with a good butter record and abnormal butter at one 
period with a high milk flow at another period with low 
butterfat is merely adding to the complexities.

From Senator James A. Reynolds 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

Replying to your query as to what in my opinion is the 
proper record in various milk and butter records. I beg to 
say in my opinion there can only be one answer to this 
question. namely —the record upon which an owner se- 
cures a certificate. 

We have a concrete example of the situation as you 
describe at Daisy Hill Farms just at the present time. We 
have a cow that has just produced 33.38 lbs. from 659 Ibs. 
of milk, which of course, will be her record when officially 
received by Mr. Gardner. In the meantime this cow was 
run for 30 days. in fact is still on test, and a week later 
than the time the aforesaid record was made, we could 
have selected a 7-day period with about 32 Ibs. of butter 
and about 675 Ibs. of milk, and still a week later we find 
about 31 Ibs. butter with 700 Ibs. of milk. Now the situation 
is as I see it, we are testing for butterfat and the milk pro- 
duction shown during the highest butterfat production is 
in my cpinion the only official record to be recognized. 

However, I see no objection to an owner making the 
claim as in a case like the above that his cow produced 
under official test, 700 Ibs. of milk.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


It has always been my opinion that only the records 


the owner as to just which seven days record 
shall be reported to Superintendent Gardner 
through the various State Colleges. Therefore 
it is practically a matter that rests with each 
individual owner as to which he might think 
more important, namely, to report a large but. 
ter production or to report a large milk pro- 
duction. 

Personally, I believe the most balanced record ig the 
proper one to report because if we were to breed for butter 
production alone, we would naturally lose sight of the milk 
production and if we were to breed for milk production 
alone, we would probably get very low in percentage of but- 
terfat. 

Under the present system of reporting advanced regis- 
try records, I cannot see how it would be possibie to report 
milk production records other than those reported through 
our advanced registry office. It would be a very hard mat- 
ter to try to work out a scheme whereby you were to take 
the owners’ statement unless there is some supervision 
made and reported that would be a check on the owners’ 
statement, therefore, it would seem to me that under our 
present system, the only safe and fair way would be to only 
use the figures reported by our advanced registry office. 

Now as you say, some will argue that the milk produc- 
tion claimed, was made under the same supervision as the 
rest of the test,— that the cow actually produced it under 
official supervision and that she should, accordingly, be 
given credit for it in considering the championships based 
on milk alone,—- but how in the world are you going to 
check up the owners’ statements? I realize that perhaps 
this is unfair to the cow but in order to make such owners’ 
statements reliable, it will be necessary to create a sepa 
rate method of reporting such milk records: until some 
such method is created I hardly believe that it would be 
dest to take just the owners’ statements and try to list milk 
records alone for championship purposes.

Circular Dairy Barns—Pro and Con 
By ORIN CROOKER 








UCH has been said both for and against the round 
M parn. The merits of the circular form, as these re- 
late to efficiency and other essential factors, present 
an open problem upon which it would be impossible to ex- 
t unanimity of opinion. Nonetheless, it is a curious 
fact that the buiider and owner of a circular barn appears 
invariably to be satisfied with it. This is, perhaps, as good 
a recommendation as could be asked or expected. The 
purpose of these paragraphs is to set forth certain advant- 
ages and disadvantages of this type of farm structure. 
The reader may act as his own judge and jury. 

The question of cost has been always a matter well up 
in the foreground of any discussion concerning the merits 
of the round barn. There is no denial of the fact that less 
material is used in the construction of such a building. 
The wall surface of a circular barn is only 73 per cent of 
that of a rectangular barn of equal floor dimensions. The 
roof is only 43 to 50 per cent, depending upon the number 
of slopes into which it may be broken. On the face of these 
figures a large saving appears evident but this saving is 
less real than it may seem. Considerable lumber is wasted 
pecause of the odd lengths into which some of the material 
must be cut. Undoubtedly, the labor cost will be higher in 
most instances for the reason that contractors and car- 
penters are less familiar with this type of construction and 
unable to take advantage of many of the short cuts which 
become part of their daily routine in framing buildings of 
the usual type. 

To off-set a possible sav- 


end let us follow our consideration along this line. Take, 
for instance, the silo. There is no question but that the 
central silo overcomes the possibility of frozen silage. [t 
serves, also, as an effective means of lending rigidity to the 
barn structure. But silo filling in a round barn is not so 
easily accomplished as in the open while the interior silo, 
unless electrically lighted, is certain to be dark and the 
work of removing its contents attended with some diffi 
culty. 

Wher it comes to feeding stock or dairy cattle, the 
round structure possesses certain time-saving features. 
When 25 to 40 cows are arranged in a single circle around 
a central silo the animals can be quickly rationed with 
silage. The same is true of hay or grain. If the barn is 
larger than 60 feet in diameter and the dairy herd is in- 
creased beyond 40 animals there will result a wast of effort 
in feeding such additional animals as must be stabled in 
an outer circle. It has been stated that the round barn 
is not a practical, labor-saving proposition for a herd of 
more than 40 milkers. Observation of a large number of 
circular barns confirms this idea and strengthens the belief 
that the round form serves more practical ends in a smal! 
structure than in a large one. 

There are other minor advantages and disadvantages. 
A round barn can be made light, bright and wholly com- 
fortable — both as a shelter and as a “workshop.” The 
average round barn, however, will be found to be rather 
darker than the average rectangular barn. It takes many 

windows to produce the de- 





ing in cost, the fact should 
not be overlooked’ that 
while floor space may be 
identical, the same may not 
be said of cubical contents. 
A round barn is actually 
smaller than a rectangular 
one of similar floor area and 
height of wall. This loss in 
cubical contents will aver- 
age around 15 per cent. In- 
deed, the actual loss in 
available space will run to 
much more than this in 
most instances since there 
is always more space that 
is not utilized in a barn of 
this sort than there is in 
one of rectangular shape. 
Things do not fit in so well. 
While the mow space in 
round barns is large and 








sired effect and builders are 
inclined to skimp in this re 
gard. A well lighted circu- 
lar barn is an unusually at- 
tractive building whether 
viewed from within or with- 
out. 


Putting hay into the mow 
of a round barn is apt to be 
somewhat more § difficult 
than is the case in the or- 
dinary barn. The carrier 
track cannot be placed 
quite as advantageously 
and the hay in all probabil- 
ity will not be stored as 
high up under the roof. 
Consequently, the mow 
capacity of the round barn 
will seldom be taxed to its 
utmost. Still another factor 
should receive considera- 











spacious there is lacking as 
a rule that compact storage 
of hay and straw that is 
usuaily found in rectangu- 
lar barns. The central silo, 
which is usually installed in 
such barns, tends to break 
up the floor space and re- 
duce the efficiency of the 
mow for effective storage. 
The round barn can be 
fashioned into a beautiful 
structure far surpassing in 
srace and symmetry any 
rectangular structure. From 
an aesthetic point of view, 
the beauty of a round barn 
is centered very largely in 
the roof. A round barn that 
does not appeal to the eye 
will be iound to have an 
ugly roof due to the planes 
not being artistically ar- 
ranged. Efficiency, how- 
ever, is the thought in the 
minds of most men when 








tion. A circular barn does 
not lend itself to enlarge- 
ment. A wing or an ell can 
not be added, as with a rec- 
tangular barn, without des- 
troying its attractiveness 
and reducing such _ effi- 
ciency as it may possess. To 
accompany these para- 
graphs the writer has 
chosen from a considerable 
collection of photographs of 
barns of this type, two 
which represent most super- 
ior types of this structural 
form.

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What Makes a Record Official ? 


E talk about official tests and A. R. O. records and, 
W perhaps, many of us fail to appreciate just what 

the terms mean. One of Webster’s definitions of 
the word “official” is “from the proper authority” and 
thus an official test is one supervised by representatives 
of the State Agricultural Colleges under proper authority 
from the Holstein-Friesian Association of America. 

Now that question arises, and is discussed to some 
length in this issue, as to the policy that should be pur- 
sued in recognizing records made under official supervi- 
sion but not officially reported by the Superintendent of 
Advanced Registry. The controversy relates particularly 
to milk records ‘as in several instances the championships 
of the world are at stake. The trouble arises where 
breeders report the largest butter record on their cow or 
heifer which may during another portion of its official 
test produce considerably larger quantities of milk with a 
lower butterfat content. The question is upon the recog- 
nition of these milk records, which do not come during 
the same period as the highest butter production and 
which are not officially reported and published and recog- 
nized by a certificate from the Superintendent of Advanced 
Registry. 

There is no question in these cases about the animal 
having produced the amounts of milk claimed; that is not 
the point; but it seems to hinge on the question of what 
constitutes an official record; what particular thing or 
act makes a record official. On the one side it is argued 
that these milk records are made under the same official 
supervision as the rest of the test, that they are just as 
authentic on that account, that if we deny championship 


recognition to these animals, we will be claiming the high-’ 


est production for animals whose milk records are not the 
highest that representatives of our breed have produced. 

On the other hand, there seems to be a growing convic- 
tion among the breeders that. it is not the supervision 
which makes a record official in the strict interpretation 
of the term but rather the acceptance of that record and 
the issuance of a certificate for it by the Holstein-Friesian 
Association of America. On this theory, milk records that 
were unreported could not properly be considered as of- 
ficial records, and thus should have no standing in the 
championships claimed for the breed. 

In the past, records of this nature have been quite gen- 
erally accepted and published, a custom which perhaps 
grew out of the practices of the pedigree houses extend- 
ing over a period of many years in recognizing these rec- 
ords upon owner’s claim and so using them in all of their 
statements. The difficulty lies in the fact that there is no 
official source in connection with these records to which 
one can turn and find definitely recorded the amount of 
the production. The result is confusion because there is 
no original authentic source to which you can go for your 
information; you are depending upon the statement of an 
owner privately {mparted. 
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Perhaps the solution lies in ad 
the Canadian Association which, won ‘he own a .

At any rate, we believe the idea is worthy of consis 
tion.

Figures Sometimes Lie 


T is an old saying that figures won’t lie b j 
| fied that in at least one instance the teures tena 

United States Census fail to tell the truth. Accordi : 
to census figures, comparing the number of dairy oe 
of milking age on the farms in 1909 and in 1919 with the 
total milk production for those two years, we find a de 
crease in production for 1919, amounting to 334 Ibs hen 
cow. ; 

These figures in the face of all the effort that has been 
put forth along the line of better feeding methods weed. 
ing out the boarders through cow testing associations and 
improvement through the use of purebred sires, is some- 
what disconcerting and entirely unexpected. In fact 
we do not believe it is true. Here are the figures, how. 
ever: 

1909 

Dairy cows 2 years old and 
over on Jan. 1, 1910 (esti- 
mated) 17,125,471 
Total production of milk in- 
cluding estimate, 1909, 7,- 
466,406,384 gallons. 


1919 
Cows and heifers 2 years 
old and over on farms, Jan. 
1, 1920, 19,675,297 
Total production of milk ip. 
cluding estimate, 7,805,143,- 
792 gallons. 


Based on these figures, we find the average production 
for 1919 was approximately 397 gallons and in 1909 436 
gallons per cow, or changed over to pounds, 3398 Ibs. in 
1919 as against 3752 lbs. in 1909, a decrease of 334 Ibs. 

In explanation of this condition, we quote the follow- 
ing from a letter just received from C. W. Larson, Chief 
of Dairy Division. 


_ “On the basis of cattle and total products, you are correct 
in assuming that there has been a decrease in the production 
per head, but this leads me to point out that unfortunately 
these figures are not directly comparable. In the first place, the 
total production of dairv products has been difficult to obtain, 
and the Census Bureau has never been satisfied with the re- 
ports. You will note that it was necessary to resort to estimates 
in getting the total production. Knowing the amount of pro- 
ducts manufactured. and the average consumption of whole 
milk in sections of the country, it appears clear that the produc- 
tion estimates are low. It is very difficult as you may imagine. 
to obtain from farmers the quantities produced when it is sold 
in various ways, sometimes as butter, sometimes as milk some- 
times as cream, and some sell by weight and others by measure. 

“There is also another factor which has thrown the two 
censuses out of line. and therefore more difficult to make com- 
parisons with the figures for the two decades. The last census, 
you will recall, was taken on January 1, while the previous 
census was taken on April 15. In the explanations on the report 


that you have, you will note that the Bureau of Census makes 
the statement that the 1910 figures in general are somewhat too 
high for a fair comparison with 1920. It is exceedingly difficult 
to get very accurate figures on the production of milk products 


on the farms. 
easier.’’ 

A little study of the production figures makes it appear 
that possibly the troubie may lie in the estimates on milk 
production. Two columns are given in the report, one 
containing the milk produced as reported, and the other 
the total production of milk, including estimates, the esti 
mates being made for incomplete reports, as where 4 
farmer reported dairy cows but no milk production. The 
increase of the estimate above the amount actually re 
ported in 1919 was thirteen per cent while in 1909 it was 
approximately 28 per cent. Possibly the 1909 ennumera 
tors were a little more optimistic regarding the produc: 
tion of cows for which nothing was reported. In any 
event, we are not ready to discount the evidence of our 
own observation, figures from every association record- 
ing production, either for Advanced Registry work, cow 
testing association work or, in fact; every agency con 
nected in any way with statistics of milk production. 
We are going to believe that the average cow is producing 
more milk and butterfat today than was the case ten years 
ago. We're going to hold firm in the faith that the dairy 
division and our agricultural colleges and experiment sta- 
tions are working along the right lines in their better sires 
campaigns, in their promotional work for cow testing @* 
sociations and in the theories of feeding which they are 
promulgating.

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Distribution of Transfers by States 


T is evident that the one subject which will receive 

most attention at the Kansas City convention and pre- 

liminary thereto, is the matter of increasing the trans- 
fer fees and determining the extension program which 
our association will carry on. Breeders everywhere are 
discussing it and state organizations are expressing their 
views by resolution and otherwise. Altogether a great 
deal of loose talk has been indulged in because no one 
had any specific information as to the distribution of the 
transfer money received by states. Many breeders were 
advocating some plan by which the transfer fees would 
be materially increased and a part of the fees would revert 
to the state of origin or divided between the state of origin 
and the state of destination, but nobody knew just how the 
different states would fare under such a program. It 
seemed to us that it was really dangerous to proceed and 
attempt to formulate general policies along this line with- 
out some definite information as to the actual figures on the 
present distribution of the transfer fees. 

By letter we suggested to the Secretary that he compile 
such information from his records and he replied that in 
view of the efforts of economy in administration, he would 
not feel justified in expending the time of his clerks upon 
this research. We felt however that the matter was of 
urgent importance and accordingly wrote Secretary Hough- 
ton again, outlining our suggestions for handling the mat 
ter in detail and suggested that in the interest of having 
the information available, the Holstein-Friesian World 
would be willing to stand the clerical expense involved. 
The Secretary’s Office accordingly proceeded and we pre- 
sent on page 26 of this issue the results of the tabulation 
of 10,000 transfers which is about ten per cent of those 
issued for 1921. Enough transactions have been consid- 
ered to form a basis for a reliable judgment and we be- 
lieve it is safe to assume that the percentage figures given 
would be substantially maintained if all of the transfers 
of the year had been checked up in the same way. 

At this time, we are not going to attempt much of an 
analysis of the figures. We would like to call attention, 
however, to the very close relationship existing between 
the two percentage columns, one showing the transfers 
classified by seller’s address and the other classified by 
buyer’s address. In other words, most of the states buy 
just about as many purebred Holsteins as they sell. The 
states that are selling the largest number of cattle are 
also buying them in the largest numbers. We believe the 
figures here presented will be of invaluable assistance in 
the working out of a sound constructive program for con- 
sideration at the meeting in Kansas City. 


Notice of the Closing of Entries for Volume 
33 of the Advanced Register Year Book 


OTICE is hereby given to owners of Holstein-Friesian 

cattle making official tests that the official testing 

year 1921-22 closes on Friday, March 31st, the present 
testing year being an eleven-months’ year, and that entries 
to the 33d volume of the Advanced Register Year Book 
(Blue Book) close on the same day. All certified reports 
of official test that may be received from any state agricul- 
tural college bearing the mailing postmark of April 1st will 
be accepted, provided they reach this office promptly and 
are complete in all respects, which will place all breeders 
everywhere on the same basis. Breeders should remember 
that many state agricultural colleges hold up reports of 
‘ests for the conduct of which bills remain unpaid, and 
should act promptly in the making of payments in order 
that the reports of their tests may be included in the 33d 
volume of the Advanced Register Year Book. 
_ Each year breeders forget that no report of official test 
is Complete until such time as it has been certified by the 
Superintendent of Official Testing in the state in which 
the test is made, and that when such incomplete reports 
are sent to this office direct they cannot be accepted until 
such time as they have been returned to the state agricul- 
tural college for certification; and the sending of such in- 
complete report actually delays their acceptance instead 
of hastening it. In many cases such reports are not return- 
ed to the Advanced Registry office in time for inclusion 


among the entries of the year and have to go over to the é 


next year; and I would here remind our breeders that re- 
ports can only reach this office through the office of the 
Superintendent of Official Testing in their own states. Do 
not send the reports to this office incomplete thinking that 
you can thereby get them into the 33d volume, but send 
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them in good time to your state agricultural college, so 
that you may be sure they will reach this office in time for 
such entry. 

Owners with cows on long-time test that complete their 
tests during this present month should send final monthly 
milk reports as fast as the cows close their tests seeing to 
it that the colleges are asked to forward the certified re- 
ports of monthly official test periods, so that those reports 
may also reach us before the close of the month. No cow 
in the ten-months’ division is supposed to have completed 
her test until such time as she may freshen; and it will 
not be necessary to hasten the reports of cows completing 
the 305-day period where those cows do not freshen prior 
to April 1st. Since at the close of the testing year the 
whole force of clerks handling long-time tests is employed 
in the closing up of the tests that are completed during the 
testing year, the reporting of the January credits will have 
to be postponed until such time as these closing cows have 
been taken care of. The reporting of the January and 
February credits will be taken up as soon after the close o£ 
the testing year as possible.

I tje Ormsby, the youngest three times 1000-lb. butter 

cow in the world, by which we mean that she started 

her third 1000-lb. butter record at a younger age than any 

other cow of any breed, her third 1000-lb. butter record 

beginning at the age of five years, seven months, twenty- 
four days. This was her fourth year record. 

Chloe freshened for the first time just before she was 
two years old and became the first 800-lb. yearling in 
America. Less than two months after the close of this 
record, she freshened again as a junior three-year-old mak- 
ing 1067.88 lbs. butter from 20,253.2 Ibs. milk. Three 
months later she freshened again at the age of four years, 
four months, at which time she made a record of 1149.86 
Ibs. butter from 21,127.1 lbs. milk, which gave her a world’s 
record for three lactations in heifer form. Another three 
months’ interval and she freshened for the fourth time, 
making her third 1000-lb. record of 1175.08 lbs. butter from 
20,875.2 lbs. milk. This gives her a total for her first four 
lactation periods of 4193.95 Ibs. butter from 78,038.8 Ibs. 
miik, her total for butter being exceeded by only one other 
cow of the breed. 

Chloe is a daughter of Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
and Chloe Hengerveld Korndyke, a granddaughter of Sir 
Korndyke Hengerveld De Kol. She was born December 
16, 1914, being bred by T. H. Skrei of Glyndon, Minn., for 
whom she made her first three records. She was pur- 
chased at the Minnesota National Sale of 1920 by Hugo W. 
Schroeder of Owatonna, Minn., and C. A. Schroeder & Sons 
of West Bend, Wis. 

The sons of Chloe have won high honors in the show 
ring. Her oldest son, Sir Hengerveld Pietertje Ormsby, 
senior herd sire for Hugo Schroeder, won first prize as a 
two-year-old at the Minnesota State Fair and the Waterloo 
Cattle Congress of 1920, as well as second at the National. 
Her youngest son, sired by Sir Pietertje Ormsby Mercedes 
41st, and owned by both the Minnesota and Wisconsin 
branches of the Schroeder family, won second at the 1921 
Minnesota State Fair, being beaten only by the junior 
champion of the show. 

We understand that Chloe is now in calf by Sir Pieter- 
tje Ormsby Mercedes 37th and her owners are looking for- 
ward with no little interest to the arrival of the expected 
offspring.

The Bridgford Company of Patterson, California, won 
first prize in class for aged cows shown dry on Gerben 
Colantha Parthenea, a daughter of Dutchland Governor 
Sir Colantha who just recently finished a yearly reccrd of 
1,100 lbs. butter from over 28,000 lbs. of milk. She is one 
of the great California show cows, having won two grand 
championships in different years. They also won first 
prize heifer calf on a daughter of King Segis Alcartra 
Prilly, the senior herd sire and grand champion show bull, 
who has been undefeated at California fairs for three suc 
cessive years. His daughters have broken eight California 
state records and two world’s records since January 1st 
including the first 40-lb. junior three-year-old heifer, Louise 
Alcartra Prilly, and the 27,000-lb. senior two-year-old heifer, 
Bessie Veeman Alcartra Prilly.

HOLSTEINS IN THE MARITIME 
PROVINCES OF CANADA 


| have often noticed in the “World” 
the request being made to tell the 
“World” when any Holstein news is 
abroad. The thought has just oc- 
curred to me, that perhaps a few lines 
from the eastern Maritime Provinces 
of Canada would be of interest to the 
readers of the famous Holstein pa- 
per, particularily when we are known 
chiefly as a lumbering and fishing 
country. . 

Not so very many years ago, the 
Holstein as a dairy cow in these parts 
was a very scarce article. The “bon- 
nie Ayrshire” held supreme, and there 
were many good, profitable producers 
among them. But as time went on, 
the farmers in many cases found that 
the modern Ayrshire, with her flat 
level udder and short teats, was in 
most cases an inferior producer to 
her deeper-bodied and more rugged 
ancestors. So many farmers were 
discouraged with purebreds. Then 
the news gradually crept in that the 
Black and White cow had almost over 
night, won her laurels, as the “daddy 
of them all.” 

And so, slowly but surely, the Hol- 
steins found their way north and east, 
and today they are the leading dairy 
breed in the Maritime Provinces. 

There is nothing that has done more 
to popularize the Holstein, than the 
annual three-day dairy test that is 
held on the first of December in Am- 
herst, at the Maritime Winter Fair. 

At the last Fair the champion over 
all breeds was the 26-lb. cow, Queen 
Abbekerk Rooker with a score of 
271.04 points. This cow was also 
champion at the 1920 Fair, and is the 
only cow so far to win two dairy 
tests in succession at Amherst. This 
cow is owned by R. L. Hicks at Dal- 
housie Junction, N. B. 

The second high cow was Cobe- 
quid Korndyke Fayne, with a_ score 
of 268.14 and owned by Walter Dickie 
of Truro, N. 8S. 

The cow that stood in third place 
was Mercedes Homestead Lass, high- 
est scoring three-year-old in the show, 
with a score of 261.43. She also is 
owned by R. L. Hicks. 

The fourth high cow was the three- 
ros Holstein from Walter Dickie’s 
erd, Canary Princess Ida with a 
score of 255.92. The honors for fifth 
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place fell on the outstanding dairy 
cow of the show, another matron from 
the Hicks’ herd, Lady Belle Mer- 
cena, with a score of 251.39. She has 
a seven-day record of over 28 Ibs. 
made under very ordinary farm con- 
ditions. 

The Holsteins won all the special 
money, that was open for breed com- 
petition. The eighteen highest cows 
in the show were either purebred 
or grade Holsteins. Five of these 
were grades. 

The Holsteins averaged 226.2 points 

-31 per cent higher than the closest 
competing breed—the Ayrshire. 

An amusing story (to the Holstein 
man) is told of a young breeder of 
purebred Ayrshires, who lives within 
six miles of Amherst. In his herd is 
a grade Holstein cuw, so she was en- 
tered in the dairy test and driven into 
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Amherst, along with the Ayrshires. 
On the road the Ayrshires, rather 
jealous-like, attacked the peaceable 
Black and White cow and forced her 
to jump a barbed wire fence. In do- 
ing so, her udder (not being very flat 


-and level) caught on the fence, and 


tore two of her teats badly. She had 
large teats, and one was cut nearly 
into the milk duct. However, she 
had to be milked and so she was en- 
tered as planned. Luckily when milk- 
ing, the palm of the hand covered the 
cuts, and thus saved considerable ir- 
ritation. Notwithstanding the inflam- 
mation and pain from her injury she 
made a higher score than any Ayr- 
shire in the show. (Her owner did 
not tell me this story.) 

Is it any wonder that the Holstein 
cow is our premier dairy cow?

WASHINGTON ASSN. HOLDS ANNUAL MEETING 


Holstein breeders throughout the state of Washington 
were interested in the outcome of the annual meeting of 
the Washington State Holstein-Friesian Association which 
was held at Seattle, March 7. There were thirty-eight 
delegates in all since each county association was allowed 
one representative for every five members listed. 

The greater part of the day was given over to the 
changing of the constitution and by-laws, since there had 
been some dissatisfaction as to different rulings. The most 
important change was in the case of assessments. The 
regular annual dues of $5 per member was changed to a life 
membership payment to be paid by each breeder when join- 
ing the organization. The annual dues were set for the 
herds by requiring a payment of $2 per head for herds num- 
bering up to 25, while $2.50 must be paid for each animal 
in a herd not exceeding 49 head and all herds numbering 
100 head and over, are assessed $3 per head. 

In order to give the breeders, who will act as delegates, 
a better opportunity to attend the annual meeting, the date 
of the spring meeting was changed from the first week in 
March to the first week in February. The second meeting 
was dated for early September. The February date will be 
less apt to conflict with an early spring which may prevent 
some of the members from attending the meeting. 

The number of delegates was cut down, and in the 
future one will be chosen out of every ten members, instead 
of one out of every five as has been the custom in the past. 
This was considered an important step which would cut 
down the expenses of the annual meetings and stimulate 
the desire for a larger membership. 

It was the unanimous vote of the members present that 
the association cooperate in any way possible, with the Ex-

tension department of the State College, in their effort to 
eliminate the scrub sire and place a purebred in his stead,

Robert Freeman, Secretary, 








Northwest News Notes

Harris, Poynor and Garretson were 
appointed on a committee to promote 
Holstein interests in the “upper” Yak- 
ima valley during the coming year, 
while E. C. Puterbaugh of Grandview, 
Sprong and Butchart will perform the 
same service below Union Gap. A 
vigorous membership campaign is in 
the hands of Puterbaugh, Dr. L. G. 
Stickney of Toppenish, W. D. Duffield 
of Moxee, Dewey Ames of Ahtanum 
and Walter Butchart of Sunnyside. 
The feasibility of establishing a co- 
operative cow-testing station for 
short-time work was discussed and 
H. C. Davis, Garretson and Harris 
were appointed to investigate and re- 
port. Davis, Garretson and Poynor 
were named to foster a satisfactory 
Holstein exhibit at the Washington 
State Fair at Yakima next fall. The 
Yakima association appears to be 
starting the year with more “pep” 
than has been shown so far by any 
other county organization in the state. 
The list of active workers enumerated 
contains the names of several men 
prominent in valley activities, and if 
the “come-back” for dairying materi- 
alizes as hoped for by backers of the 
new co-operative marketing associa- 
tion, the breed should again assume a 
prominent place in the district. There 
are only two other breeds of dairy cat- 
tle to be reckoned with, and of these 
only the Guernsey has any very active 
backing at the present time. 


Preliminary arrangements for the 
unqualified succes of the Spokane 
Interstate fair this fall include the 
appointment of John L. Smith as 
superintendent of the livestock de- 
partment, by President T. S. Griffith. 
He will be assisted by W. B. Auld, 
manager of Waikiki farm, in the dairy 
division, and by three other local men 
on beef cattle, sheep and hogs. All 
breeds of dairy cattle will be judged 
by George S. Bulkley, secretary of 
Carnation Stock Farms.

The departure from the state of 
E. G. Woodward, formerly head of the 
dairy husbandry department at Wash- 
ington State College, was made “no- 
torious” with an attack upon him by 
some of the Jersey breeders who 
claimed that he was discriminating 
against the breed in enforcing the 
dairy association and breed associa- 
tion rules calling for a milking in the 
presence of an inspector before start- 
ing an official test. Woodward, it ap- 
pears, was merely re-establishing the 
old formula that what’s sauce for the 
goose is sauce for the gander, and 
that since the state college is respon- 
sible for the accuracy of records, it 
should have the right, particularly 
when backed up by the breed associ- 
ations, to promulgate such rules as it 
sees fit to insure accuracy. The rate 
at which the Pacific Coast is adding 
to its list of world champions in all 
breeds was cited as an additional rea- 
son for precaution. But the Jersey 
brethren saw in the ruling favoritism 
toward the Holstein and charged the 
professor with Black and White lean- 
ings. “This is a Holstein state,” one 
of them declared in a published let- 
ter, and then followed an appeal to 
Oregon Jersey breeders to help com- 
bat the impending menace. Wood- 
ward stated his position very clearly 
and showed no indication of backing 
down but he left for the east before 
the controversy was properly settled. 
H. N. Coleman, superintendent of of- 


ficial testing in Oregon, intimated 
that he might put the same rule into 
effect in his territory in the near fy. 
ture, hence, the particular appeal to 
Oregon Jersey breeders. The matter 
was given an “interdenominational” 
flavor by the fact that Woodward left 
to take charge of a Guernsey farm, 
that is owned by Robert Scoville, 
president of the American Guernsey 
Cattle Club, in Massachusetts. He 
was succeeded at Pullman by another 
graduate of the University of Mis. 
souri, E. V. Ellington of the class of 
1910, who is already well known in the 
Northwest through having been for 
two years dairy field man for the gov- 
ernment in this district, later pro- 
fessor of dairying at the University 
of Idaho, and still later head of the 
western office of the dairy division 
at Salt Lake. Lately he has been 
field representative of the division in 
the middle western states. 
* * 

Three hundred more dairy cows— 
Holsteins, let us assume from the con- 
text—will be imported this spring by 
farmers on the Delhi project, Calif, 
where C. V. Castle is dairy field spec- 
ialist. Their contract with the state 
requires ’em to stick to one breed, 
and there is no indication of regret 
that they picked Holsteins.

Some Wisconsin Facts Worth Studying 





tion in the Holstein field that has 

perfected its news service more 
effectively than has the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of Wisconsin under 
the direction of Secretary L. L. Old- 
ham. 


At the annual meeting of this asso- 
ciation held recently in Madison, Mr. 
Oldham exhibited charts showing the 
amount of publicity received for Wis- 
consin ‘Holsteins through his news 
service. The space given to Wiscon- 
sin Holstein affairs during 1921 in the 
Holstein-Friesian World alone was 
sufficient, if paid for at advertising 
rates to more than pay the cost of 
the secretary’s salary. 


Secretary Oldham has a service that 
embraces not only the breed papers 
and dairy papers of national standing, 
but a thorough and comprehensive 
service to the state, district and 
county papers of his own state. We 
doubt if there is a Holstein happen- 
ing of any importance in Wisconsin 
that does not receive its full share of 
publicity. Secretaries of state organ- 
izations, due to the pressure of their 
manifold duties, often overlook the 
value of well-written, well edited news 
items about the Holstein affairs of 


| DO not know of any state organiza- 


their own state. To some they are 
merely a favor ganted to the publica- 
tion, which, of course, is always 
anxious to receive live up-to-date 
news. However, it is a greater fa- 
vor to themselves and to the breed- 
ers that they represent to look after 
this phase of their duties most effec- 
tively, and the keynote of success for 
a state organization is publicity—pub- 
licity that keeps the breeder interest- 
ed, alive and that sells the value of 
the state organization to the breeder. 


Up in Wisconsin a drive is being 
put on in every county for member- 
ships in the state organization. The 
fee is fifty cents per cow. Paid so- 
licitors in each section are finding 
little difficulty in selling the state or- 
ganization to Holstein breeders. Of 
course, the talk of hard times and the 
scarcity of money as well as inability 
to see how the Wisconsin Association 
is actually benefiting the individual 
breeder is heard. But with the ex- 
ample of actual performance by the 
Wisconsin Association as explained 
to them by these solicitors and with 
the example of other associations such 
as the cement manufacturers, lumber 
dealers, Chamber of Commerce or- 
ganizations, dairy products organiza- 


tions and other associations whose 
benefits are enjoyed in an indirect 
way by their members, the Wiscon- 
sin campaign is proving a success. 
The fact that Wisconsin is one of the 
largest selling states of the Union and 
the fact that prices have been main- 
tained quite largely in both grades 
and purebreds in Wisconsin is evi- 
dence of what an association like the 
one in that state can do. I question 
very much if any breeder can deny 
that such activities as those of the 
Wisconsin Association have benefited 
his pocketbook directly. 

The goal of the campaign in Wis- 
consin is 3,000 members and this 
should be easily possible in a state 
that boasts 100,000 head of purebred 
cows with 5,000 breeders in addition 
to several thousand users of purebred 
sires who are benefiting by the work 
of the state organization in the sale 
of good quality grades. 

A recent pamphlet entitled “Wis- 
consin Holstein News” contains the 
following eighteen reasons why the 
state association should be supported. 
The statements also give a concise 
and detailed summary of what the 
state association in the Badger State 
is doing.

LET KELLEY DO IT 


Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 


I have just been reading the Kelley- 
grams on advertising in the World and 
they sound good to me. Ever since 
I heard Mr. Kelley speak at the meet- 
ing in Syracuse last summer I have 
been wishing that some movement 
could be started whereby he could be 
a committee or chairman of a commit- 
tee on advertising milk and it’s by- 
products of butter and cheese. TI be- 
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lieve he knows advertising and .the 
kind that will reach the people that 
we want to reach in order to educate 
them to the good use of milk. 

We want to reach the people that 
live in hotels, cafeterias and restau- 
rants and show them that they can get 
more for their money in dairy prod- 
ucts than in any other food. No use 
to spent’ the money on advertising in 
farm papers for they are read mostly 
by tarmers who ought to know th: 
value of their own products. But one 
of them you find occasionally using 
some substitute. 

A- whole lot of money has been spent 
on extension work and that is all 
right in its way. We want to .keep 
the people always looking at the great 
work that the Holsteins can do. We 
have the plant and now we want to 
sell the product. 

What would be the object of build- 
ing a large plant to produce power 
if we cannot sell the power. If we can 
manage to sell our milk we can sell 
all the’ cows we can raise at good 
prices. Sell the milk first. I think 
breeders of other kinds of cattle 
should be induced to get behind milk 
advertising and help boost it along. 

If it pays to advertise as useless a 
thing as cigarettes what would be the 
result to us farmers if our milk was 
as thoroughly advertised. No one can 
estimate the benefits that would be 
ours. 

Where will we get the money? We 
can get quite a lot of it if we raise 
the transfer fees to $2.00 each which 
will be only about one per cent of the 
average price of Holsteins at present. 
and that will not break anyone. 

You can put me Gown in favor of 
a good substantial increase in the 
transfer fees so that a good lot of 
money will be available for advertis- 
ing milk and I do not know of any 
man whom I had rather see at the 
head of such an advertising commit- 
tee than our director, John M. Kelley. 
for I think he knows advertising that 
will reach all kinds of people.

It would seem to me that you cannot by any possibility 
consider a record as being official, and, therefore, entitled 
to consideration in any championship, unless such record 
has been accepted by our Advanced Registry office. This 
acceptance, according to my understanding, constitutes an 
official record. 

For these breeders who are making such milk records 
as you mention and which do not correspond in the period 
with butter records reported, it would seem to me in order 
to have such records entitled to any consideration what- 
ever they must report the period during which the milk 
record was made and have it properly accepted and certifi- 
eate issued therefor; otherwise, they are entitled to no 
consideration whatever.

There has been a peculiar attitude toward extremely 
large milk records that I could never quite understand 
Advanced Registry production wag first started to prove 
that the Holstein was a butter producer as well as a milk 
producer. It was to allay the propaganda of other breeders 
that there was no butterfat in Holstein milk 

Personally, | have always attached more importance to 
milk production than I have to butterfat. Usually produc: 
tion in one is at the expense of the other. Some of our 
great records in butter were made with a high percentage 
of fat. Later the cow came on and milked far better but 
with a lower percentage of fat. Many a man handling cows 
has observed this. It is seldom, indeed, that a cow’s best 
butterfat and milk production comes at the same period.

The Opinion of Secretary Clemons 


We submitted the problem to Secretary W. A. Clemo 
of the Hoistein-Friesian Association of Canada with a x 
quest that he indicate the policy of his association and ts 
his reply he says: : 

“It is the practice in this office to issue at the request 
of the breeder two record of merit certificates in cases 
where the highest milk production and the highest butter. 
fat production do not come in the same seven days or the 
same thirty days. 7 : 

“Naturally, the additional certificate is asked for only 
when the production is unusually high, as in the case of 
May Echo Sylvia.” 


Mr. Clemons then goes on to suggest that no great 
amount of work would be involved, at least according to 
the experience of his own office, to issue additional certi. 
ficates showing the highest 7-day or 30-day milk production 
and charging enough for them so that they would not be. 
come a nuisance for the superintendent to take care of 
unless it was really worth while from the standpoint of the 
owner. 


Superintendent Gardner’s Views 


The views of Superintendent M. H. Gardner on this 
question were made plain some time ago in a letter to the 
Holstein-Friesian World which appeared in our November 
19th issue and which we reproduce as follows: 

It is always allowable for any breeder to substitute a 
second report of any test for one that has already been 
made to the Advanced Registry office. provided such sub- 
stitution is made prior to the close of the fiscal year and 
if any test has been reported in the Bulletin and certificate 
issued, on payment of a fee for a second reporting the 
owner may substitute a more desirable selected period for 


the one already reported. But if the year has closed anda 
test has taken its place in the prize list and been awarded 
prize money, that test has to stand: for it certainly would 


not be allowable to first enter the test that would win the 
most prize money, and then substitute some other selected 
period for the Blue Book. The award of prize money and 
the place in the prize list complicates such changes. 

There are very many instances where cows with large 
fat productions show a lesser milk production for the per 
iod selected than for some other period. Owners usually 
select the period showing the highest fat production, bul 
in announcing milk production they often announce an 
amount not shown on the cards of the association, although 
no doubt the claim is correct. It is almost never the case 
in any test that the highest fat production is accompanied 
by the highest milk production: and if it were allowable 
for an owner to make a double selection it would nearly 
double the amount of work in handling strictly official 
tests and the size of the Blue Book. Many years ago our 
Board of Directors considered the matter and decided that 
but one shorter test period could be selected within 4 
longer period, this applying to 7-day, 30-day, 60-day and 
90-day tests 


Milk production in itself has never been recognized by 
the Holstein-Friesian Association except in conjunction with 
its fat content: and advanced registration is based on fat 
production alone. Our Board of Directors has done the 
best possible under the circumstances in the award of prize 
money for milk production; yet the prize money so award- 


ed may not be for the largest milk productions, as any cow 
to be entitled to compete for prize money for milk produc 
tion must first appear in the list of winners for fat produc 
tion. As an advertising point large milk production may 
well be taken into consideration; and the Advanced Regis: 
try office is always ready to give every possible assistance 
to anv breeder along that line Malcolm H. Gardner.

Blue Earth County Association Has 
High Average 


That the Blue Earth County cows 
are still going strong is evident by the 
January report of the Blue Earth 
County, Minnesota, Cow-Testing Asso- 
ciation.

There were 282 cows 
tested during January and 63 produced 
over 40 Ibs. of butterfat; many just 
missed this mark by a pound or two 
which is very good as they were well 
along in their lactation periods. The 
average production of all the cows, 
282 head, was 875 lbs. milk, testing 
3.89 per cent, making 34.4 lbs. of but- 
terfat—not a bad average. 

The Cedar Grove, Wisconsin, Asso- 
ciation claims the highest fat average 
in Wisconsin as well as the United 
States. Their challenge in Hoard’s 
Dairyman was accepted by the Blue 
Karth County Association. Cedar 
Grove reports 9,300 Ibs. average milk 
and 327 lbs. butterfat. Blue Earth 
County Association reports for last 
year, an average of 8,600 lbs. milk 
and 345 lbs. butterfat. While beaten 
slightly for milk, this association has 
a safe margin in butterfat. 





Not content with only the highest 
average production, there is entered 
in this association a world’s record 
purebred cow for her age (13 years), 
also a grade cow, which claims the 
same honor at six years. In both 
cases their owners did not know what 
they had until they began testing and 
found out they had some wonderful] 
producing cows. 

The highest producing herd in the 
Blue Earth County Association for 
the month of January was that of 
eleven cows, entered by Marlow & 
Randall of Mankato, their average 
production being 62.82 lbs. butterfat 
and 1,752 lbs. milk. This is certainly 
a very high average and speaks well 
for the Blue Earth County Associ- 
ation. Marlow & Randall also had the 
highest producing cow of the associa- 
tion, her production being 102.57 Ibs. 
butterfat. Five of their eleven cews 
have a production of over 67 Ibs. fat, 
while they had eight in the 40-Ib. list. 
The second higest producing herd of 


the association was the Holstein 
herd, owned by E. D. Oliver, his 
herd of twenty-one head averaging 
59.00 lbs. fat and 1,654 Ibs. milk. 
Mr. Oliver was also the owner 
of the second third and _ fourth 
highest cows with productions 


of 91.89 lbs., 88.38 and 86.72 Ibs. re- 
spectively. Six cows owned by him 
had a production of over 76 Ibs. fat 
while thirteen had a production of 
over 52 lbs.

Dairying Emphasized During Stockmen’s Week 


at the University Farm, Davis, California 
By W. E. Tomson 








HE dairymen’s program of Stock- 

men’s Week at the University 

Farm, Davis, California opened 
at eleven o’clock Thursday morning, 
February 23, with a discussion of 
growing of sunflowers and feeding of 
sunflower silage to dairy cattle by 
members of the College of Agricul- 
ture. Professor G. W. Hendry gave a 
comparison of yields of green sun- 
flowers and honey sorghum. Honey 
sorghum planted two-weeks later than 
sunflowers yielded in one field 27.6 
tons green forage per acre, as against 
20 tons of green sunflowers per acre, 
harvested when about one-third of the 
flower rays had appeared, while sun- 
flowers in the dough stage yielded 
24.1 tons per acre. No definite results 
were reported in feeding sunflower 
silage to dairy cows, as only two feed- 
ing periods out of the three feeding 
periods of the experiment comparing 
the value of sunflower silage and corn 
silage as a feed for dairy cows have 
been completed. Results so far in- 
dicate that the cows will not consume 


as much sunflower silage as corn 
silage. 
The Thursday evening program 


started off with an excellent talk by 
B. H. Rawl on the “Ways and Means 
ot Increasing Dairy Production.” Mr 
Rawl emphasized putting into effect 
the means of_ increasing production 
He is a firm believer in the accredited 
herds, and that it is essential that 
the dairymen in California become 
more interested in this, and that the 
time is not far distant when this work 
will be taken up, and when it does it 
will come with a rush. The value 
of official testing was discussed, and 
Mr. Rawl made it very plain that it is 
not possible to increase production or 
even get cows to pay a profit when 
they are only half fed. His idea of a 
good breeder is a man who produces 
healthy animals of good quality that 
are high producers. Mr. Rawl was 
followed by Sam H. Greene of the 
California Dairy Council who empha- 
sized quality in cows and quality in 
the product. In his remarks he 
brought out that the dairy industry in 
California has almost entirely devel 
oped during the past twenty years 
One of the most important events of 
the evening was the announcement of 
the winners in the Dairy Cow Com 
petition and the awarding of prize 
money and cups by Professors G. H 
True and F. W. Woll of the Animal 
Husbandry Division. Music was fur 
nished by the students during the eve 
ning. 


On Friday morning the men in at 
tendance who won prizes in the Dairy 
Cow Competition told how their cows 
were fed and handled. Mr. Noel Neg- 
ley, who has just recently been ap- 
pointed Dairy Extension Specialist. 
to'd in a practical way how to make 
use of a cow testing association. As 
a result of the purebred sire cam 


paign in Humboldt County, much in- 
terest was shown in the discussion of 
a purebred sire at the head of every 
herd, by J. W. Coppinni and Profes- 
sor G. W. Rubel. Professor F. W. 
Woll discussed the State Register of 
Production for grade cows. At the 
present time there are over 125 cows 
on test. Much interest was shown 
by the dairymen in Dr. G. H. Hart’s 
discussion of contagious abortion in 
dairy cattle. Dr. Hart stated that 
ahortion was a chronic disease, and 
that one of the best means of pre 
venting the spread of the disease is 
the isolation of all effected animals 
during the time of parturition and for 
two or three weeks following this. 

In the afternoon six purebred dairy 
bulls sold for $1,635.00, at an average 
of $272. The Holstein bull, Sir Ju- 
liana Lorena Korndyke, consigned by 
the University Farm, topped the sale 
at $500.00. 


VOLUME OF EXPORTS OF AGRI- 
CULTURAL PRODUCTS FOR 1921 
EXCEEDS ALL PREVIOUS 
RECORDS 


There seems to be a general impres 
sion that there has been a great fall- 
ing off in the quantity of exports of 
agricultural products during the past 
vear, due, no doubt. to the fact that 
the price has declined. As a matter 
of fact, the total volume of exports 
of the principal agricultural products 
for the vear 1921 amounts to ove 
20,000,000 tons compared with 16,500,- 
000 tons in 1920, and 10,500,000 tons 
in 1913. In fact we exported the larg- 
est total volume of such products of 
any year in our history. The prin- 
cipal commodity is grain, including 
grain products, which alone amounted 
to 16.000000 tons in 1921 as com 
pared with 12,000,000 and 6,000,000 in 
1920 and 1913, respectively. The ex- 
ports of cotton exceed those of 1920, 
which is aiso true of meat products, 
sugar, oil cake and meal and tobacco 
There was a slight decline in the ex- 
ports of dairy products and vegetable 
oils. 

When we come to consider the price 
paid for the exports to Europe, we 
find that the United States received a 
little less than $2,000,000,000 for agri- 
cultural products the past year as 
compared with a little over $3,000.- 
000,000 in 1920, and a little over $1, 
000,000,000 in 1918. 

In.money value, therefore, we have 
received only about two-thirds as 
much for our total exports in 1921 
as for the previous year, although Eu- 
rope paid twice as much as in 1913 
and received therefor about twice as 
much goodg. Considering the eco- 
nomic condition in Europe, it may be 
recorded as rather remarkable that 
they have been able actually to buy 
from us twice as much of these prin- 
cipal products as they did in 1913 
These purchases have heen financed 
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by the European countries without 
any apparent difficulties, ang consti- 
tutes sound evidence that no artificia] 
financial measures were necessary in 
order to induce the largest exports in 
history. 

It would appear from the data that 
the agricultural surplus complained of 
in this country cannot be altogether

d Ssrain, aS a tonnage fully 
two and one-half times as great as 
the pre-war figure has been exported 
during the past year. In connection 
with this it should be pointed out that 
about 90 per cent of our agricultural 
products are consumed at home, and 
therefore a little variation in home 
consumption may be a much larger 
factor than a variation in the foreign 
trade. Unemployment and economic 
distress in the industrial regions usy.- 
ally means a lower standard of living 
and a decreased consumption of meats 
and other food products of this class 
The falling off in meat consumption 
alone probably amounts to seven 
pounds per capita. When it is con- 
sidered that the bulk of the corn crop 
goes into the production of meats, this 
accounts for at least some surplus 
corn, but, of course, the biggest fac. 
tor in the corn surplus is the fact that 
we have had two exceptional crops 
in successive years. On the other 
hand, there has apparently been no 
decrease in the consumption of wheat 
in foreign markets, due to their eco- 
nomic distress; the indications being 
that wheat consumption is going up, 
especially since restvictions have been 
removed requiring the mixture of flour 
substitutes. Eurove is continuing to 
take about fourteen million bushels of 
wheat a week since the first of July, 
in spite of the fact that they produced 
this year a very much larger crop 
than last year. If Europe continues 
to take wheat at this rate until the 
first of next July, as_ previously 
pointed out by this Department, it is 
going to lower the world’s wheat sur- 
plus to quite a low margin. 

The cause of our enormous increase 
in?food exports since 1913 does not 
lie so much in decreased production 
in Western and Central Europe—for 
that area is rapidly recovering its nor- 
mal production. The major cause of 
our increased market abroad is the 
total failure of Russia as a food ex- 
port country Russia formerly ex- 
ported from 8 to 10 million tons of 
food, all of which has ceased, and thus 
this food base for Western Europe 
is transferred to the United States. 
The economic degeneration of Russia 
has gone to such depths that a re 
covery of her agriculture to a conse 
quential export basis is extremely un- 
likely for a number of years to come.

AGRICULTURAL APPROPRIATION 
BILL PASSES THE HOUSE 


The agricultural appropriation bill 
covering a total of about $35,000,000 
passed the House of Representatives 
on March 13th The bill is in substan- 
tially the same form as when reported 
from the Agricultural Sub-Committee. 
Numerous items were sharply criti- 
cized on the floor of the House but 
about the only change by elimination 
was the striking out of the single item 
increasing the salaries of a few of the 
scientific men in the department. 
This went out on a point of order as 
new legislation, not permissible in ap- 
propriation bill if objection is made. A 
small increase was voted in the bill 
for the European Corn Borer eradica- 
tion campaign. $360,000 was added 
to the bill over the protests of the 
committee to provide for the usual 
Congressional free seed distribution. 
The work of eradication of tuberculo- 
sis in cattle herds is provided for in 
the bill by the appropriation of about 
$1,750,000. The bill now goes to the 
Senate for action.

Editor Holstein-Friesian World: 

I recently visited some of the Hol- 
stein breeders around Montrose, Sus- 
quehanna County, Pennsylvania, and 
I think that I saw some of the best 
Holsteins that I have ever seen. 

I wish to tell you in particular 
about the herd at Springdale Farm, 
owned by Mr. B. F. Jones and his 
son, W. Hugh Jones. In this herd is 
some of the best blood to be found in 
the Holstein breed. 

Before breeding Holsteins B. F. 
Jones bred and exhibited Devons in 
the show ring. He was very success- 
ful and he is also one of the best 
judges of beef and dairy cattle in the 
United States. 

In building up a herd of Holsteins, 
Mr. Jones was very particular in se- 
lecting only the best of individuality, 
breeding and health. 

That he has been very successful 
in the three above named essentials 
in building up a real herd is more 
than proven by the appearance and 
past records of the herd. There has 
not been a reactor in the herd for 
ten years. One of the sires used in 
the herd won second prize in the first 
Brentwood exhibition. This bull was 
King Tweede Spring Farm, a son of 
Spring Farm King, and the 30-lb. cow, 
Dressie Lady Pontiac. She, in turn, 
was by Spring Farm King Pontiac.

THE DAIRYMAN AND 

CONDENSED MILK 


By ORIN CROOKER 
It is more difficult for men in the 
dairy business to understand how th 


growing use of condensed milk under- 
mines the demand for their product 
than it is for them to appreciate this 
fact in regard to butter substitute. 
Milk for condensories must be pro 


duced on dairy farm What is the 
difference if the public does turn from 
the bottled to the tinned product? 

Viewed from the point of totai 
duction there is, of course, little dif 
ference. Viewed from the point of the 
individual dairyman it times 
makes considerable difference. Before 
tinned milk came commonly into uss 
local dairyvmen supplied the local 4d 
mand. At present a large portion of 
this demand is met by local grocery 
stores. Unless the local dairyman has 
had other outlets for his milk—which 
‘SOOMetimes is not the case—h has 
found his market for raw milk dimin 
ishing. 

The growing use of tinned milk in a 
community may be met effectively in 
only one way—the production of a bet- 
ter grade of raw milk. Local dairy- 
men can meet a larger portion of the 
local consumer demand for milk if 
they will raise the standard of their 
own product. Many housewives have 
turned to tinned milk simply for the 
reason that its keeping quality is bet- 


some 
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ter. Because of this it meets her re- 
quirements in household use rather 
better than the bottled milk she can 
buy. Yet, in most cases, she really 
prefers the raw product and would 
use it more largely were it not for the 
fact indicated. This suggests a sit- 
uation which the local dairyman can 
correct it he sets himself to do so. 
The public wants better milk than it 
is getting in many instances. A dairy- 
man who produces a really superior 
article has little difficulty in finding a 
local market for it. 





MONTHLY SUMMARY OF NATION- 
AL ASSOCIATION BUSINESS 


We are pleased to present the fol- 
lowing monthly summary of the busi- 
ness of the office of the secretary of 
the Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America with monthly comparisons 
with previous years. We would call 
particular attention to a few points 
in this summary. The total earnings 
for the months of January and Feb- 
ruary which are the beginning of the 
new fiscal year are the highest since

earnings for the months of Jan 

and February, 1922 are $52,771.25 as 
against approximately $71,400 for 1921 
and $61,400 for 1920, during the same 
period. The earnings from transfers 
alone, it will be noted, are consider. 
ably less than half of the amount for 
these two months in either 1921 o, 
1920, due in part to the reduction of 
the fee last June and in part to qa de- 
crease in numbers. It will be noted 
further that the number of transfer 
certificates issued was 9,326 for Jany. 
ary 1922, as compared with over 19. 
000 for the same month in 1921 and 
19920, while in February the number 
dropped to 7,356, which is about 2. 
000 less than for February 1921 and 
about 3,600 less than for February 
1920. Registrations are holding up 
very closely to last year, although 
slightly below for both January and 
February. They show a substantial 
gain, however, over the months for 
the year 1920 and are well above the 
monthly average for both 1920 and 
1921. Membership applications almost 
exactly maintain the monthly aver.

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Mangels for Record Production 


By L. WAYNE ARNY 











JRE and more, breeders of rec- 
M ord-making animals are coming 

to realize the value of mangels 
as a part of the feeding ration. Brit- 
ish breeders have known the secret 
for many years—centuries in fact— 
and have relied upon mangels as a 
supplementary feed to bring about 
some of their noteworthy achieve 
ments. But, for some unexplained rea- 
son, we in America, have failed to 
take advantage of that experience to 
the fullest extent. 

Silage succulence alone is the slo- 
gan on too many farms. With a good 
silo, well filled, the temptation is to 
sit back under the false impression 
that maximum production is assured 
at least as long as the silage lasts. 
But maximum production year after 
year, worlds’ records, a calf annually 
and show yard triumphs are achieve- 
ments that follow skillful feeding not 
with silage alone as a source of suc- 
culence but with a heavy allowance of 
mangels in the ration—to supply the 
tonic effect needed for a cow on a 
maximum ration. 


Few breeders realize how important 
a part mangels have played in world’s 
records of recent years or how high 
successful breeders hold them in their 
estimation. A few examples may 
serve as an illustration. Professor E. 


S. Savage of Cornell University says: 
“Mangels will stimulate the appetite 
of heavily fed cows and cause them 
to eat more grain than they otherwise 
would. Most feeders seem to prefer 
mangels rather than gilage for succu- 
lence in feeding cows that are being 
fed as heavily as possible for ad- 
vanced registry records. In many 
cases not more than ten or twelve 
pounds of silage is fed. Mangels are 
fed to the extent of 40 to 60 pounds 
to large cows. The dry matter in 
mangels resembles the dry matter in 
concentrates diluted with water rather 
than as roughage.” 


T. E. Elder, director of the herd at 
the Mount Hermon School, Mount 
Hermon, Massachusetts says that he 
has found that cows assimilate more 
of their feed when mangels are in- 
cluded in the diet. “Because of the 
soothing effect of mangels and because 
of certain qualities in beets, animals 
are kept in better physical condition.” 
Mr. Elder said recently, “Since the 
physiological conditions are improved 
by the feeding of mangels their pro- 
ductive organs are maintained in bet- 
ter condition.” That the feeding pol- 
icy at Mount Hermon is successful 
is demonstrated by the fact that their 
Colantha bull now has almost 70 
daughters with A. R. O. records, twen- 
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ty of which have been placed o ’ 
official work and will average an 
twenty thousand pounds, many of 
them in heifer form. 

F. W. Barber, manager of the 
Longview Farm at Lee’s Summit, Mo 
is equally enthusiastic over the results 
of mangels. In commenting on them 
for record work he recently said: “| 
presume if one should say that map- 
gels is nearly the most valuable single 
substance that can be given to a cow 
measured by the results obtained 
when fed in conjunction with rough. 
age and grain, he wouldn’t be far 
wrong. Nothing that I have ever feq 
has had so beneficial an effect upon the 
general health of the cow, or stimp. 
lated the milk flow to a greater ex- 
tent.” 

In the same way Julius Schmid, 
manager of the Beaver Dam Stock 
Farm, Montgomery, N. Y., says: “It 
seems that cows under pressure will 
consume quantities of grain in direct 
proportion to the amount of beets they 
will handle. By this I mean that the 
more beets a cow will consume, the 
more grain she will also eat. They 
are an appetizer and seem to aid di- 
gestion.” And E. S. Deubler, super- 
intendent of Penshurst Farm, Nar- 
berth, Pa., is equally enthusiastic. He 
says: “Our world’s champion Ayr- 
shire cow, Garclaugh May Mischief, 
produced 25328 pounds of milk in one 
year and consumed 22233 pounds of 
mangels in 1915 when she made her 
record. May Mischief is now 16 years 
old, has produced a calf every year 
since she was three years old, is now 
sound and hearty on official test and

The amount of grain consumed 
when mangels are included is_ in- 
creased according to the experience of 
Ward W. Stevens, owner of the Wan- 
daga Herd, Liverpool, N. Y. He says: 
“Cows that are fed plenty of mangels 
are able to eat and digest a great deal 
more grain than those that do not 
have the mangels and we may there- 
fore say that they stimulate the appe- 
tite of the cow.” 

J. E. Dodge, manager of the famous 
Hood Farm at Lowell, Mass., would 
not do without mangels. He says: 
“I have always considered mangels 
as very essential in feeding cows that 
are making large records, because of 
their laxative qualities and their cool- 
ing effects upon the cow.” 

The list of breeders here quoted in- 
cludes some of the most successful 
feeders of record animals in the coun- 
try. Their combined opinion seems

farms where silage is relied upon to 
keep animals going under pressure. 
These men are following the prac- 
tise of the feeders in England or 
Scotland where they look upon man- 
gels as an absolute essential to satis- 
factory results.

Another point in favor of mangels 
is the ease with which the crop may 
be grown. One essential requisite is 
good seed, the lack of which accounts 
for more failures probably, than any 
other one factor. Of late years there 
have been large quantities of Belgian 
grown seed placed on American mar- 
kets and while it has been sold at 
somewhat lower prices than the Eng- 
lish pedigreed seed, it has failed, in 
some instances to give as good re- 
sults. Good farmers today need no 
lesson in the wisdom of planting the 
best seed obtainable. Mangels are no 
exception to the rule. It pays to plant 
English pedigreed strains even though 
they may cost a little more than seed 
of lesser known quality.
